development we can present pictures far from 
insiK'ndicant. Wo want lor these, our great 
aliiples, an outlet, and in return we will take 
your superaboniliinl population, your luanu- 
iiictures. and your oil and salt. And through 
ilu- join; ell'una uf all, is it not possible for us 
u) tniico by our sborier and better route 
aerosd liiis continent the produce and trade of 
(ihina, and of tce emporiums o. Europe. This 
13 what liriti.-h f'olunibia expect? lo gain by 
Coiil'e<ieiniiun. Will you not aid us lo the 
consnnimation of t-o urent u purpose?' 

Tho Hon Dr llelinekon fullowed in a bappy 
and seoriible speech, from which we Clip tho 
lollowing ; — 

'I am far from participating in tho notion 
thai union wilh Canada or union with the 
Republic, ia a necessity with us. I will not 
sny that und-^r proper' oo.aditiuns union witb 
Oanada may not be advantageous. Briiiab 
Columbia is not a poorcouniry. On one point 
we .are united, and tbst is a mBterial one, and 
it is fhe one that coCdcs to the snrTace on this 
oecMsion; and I may as well tell you in all 
candor thiil, while I am disposed lo accept 
C'onted- ration, I accept it, and the people of 
liruish Colombia will accept it, but only on 
ihi3 condition : that ihroutfli the exertions of 
the people of the Domioiua, a railway from 
the Atlantic to the I'acilic ia tho result. Iict 
us not deceive ourselves. You hnvo a far 
West lo which a railroad is a necessity. We 
aiso have ao untold wealth whicli a railway 
would develop. Why not unite our energies 
and construct a railway for the benefit of both, 
and by the agency of which a nation may be 
i.'ivt:n to this continent moro ppwcrlui ihiii 
i;iit;l:ind herself. Tho Americana have now 
a I'.icilie HaiUviiy. In a short time this will 
be sup|ileiiKMiii'd by a N'orlhern and a South- 
ern Pacific lliiilway. Tho railway by which 
wo have reached this pluco pusses for a 
tiuiu-iiind miles over an arid plain. Your 
I'.icilic Railway would traverse for a tlious.md 
miles a section ready for thu superstructu re , 
because of its surface eeeoiiesH; while Icoui- 
ing with vegetalioM, the air is scented wilh the 
hoaoy.suckle and the wild rose. It built for 
cusb, according to Iho present population of 
Oanada, it would only require fortbe interest 
on the -construotian'and et^iilfiment an annual 
ta'x ef $1 per; beadk Is tb^t too large a tn m 
td* VeSdre'' Ibe'/qurrylng trade of the world? 
It will not do to let tho opportunities now 
presenting tlieinselvi-s pass unheeded. Tho 
people ol British Colunihir. will join you in 
ihe enterprise. Are you prepared lo lay the 
found. iiioii of your own prosperity 7 If you 
say our union with liritish Columbia ia an 
I'Msy matter, the conditions are recognized. 
If not, we can live a Utile while lon,;er as we 
are. I wish to be plain and lo bo understood. 
I was pleased ui the lone of the remarks of 
your representative. So f»r as I can divine 
your people are with as. I hope your govern- 
ment , -wilt, permt^, as to return with the as-, 
saranee of success.'

river and a brauch Tioui some convenienlpoint 
on tho main Irntik lino across the Cusciido 
.Houutaiiis to Pui^ot Sound,' and to make up 
deficiencies in its grants arising fieiii previous 
occupation witbin the onuinal limits of forty 
uiiies on each sids by belecling from odd niims 
beied sections within an exteusion of ten miles 
further. Mr. Casserly and other Senators 
struggled hard and argued ably to procure tho 
impositioaof some restrictions upon this enor..

This lestiuiouial of tbo appreciation of the 
brethren of your long servicos. i'our Lord- 
ship refused lo lake anything for youiscli, al- 
though you wero willing to receive a sum of 
money to be devoted to charity, or tho money 
would have been trebled in amount. This 
sum will bo applied to cbarlty, and will form 
tbe nucleus of a fund to render assistanoe to 
Jfreemasoos in the hour of need without hav- 
ing to apply to tbe Board of Benevolence. 
This fund will be invested in the names of 
iruslees, who are ibo Earl of Zt!tland, tho Earl 
de O'rey and Ripon, the Karl ol Cnrmirvon, 
lirothers llavors, Victor Williamson, .M'lutyre, 
and Kvaus, Tho apeaker then L'uve a history 
of the progress of tho craft during his Lord> 
ship's rule of it. Tho fund for widows of 
Freemasons has been cstalilisbud, the girl's 
school had been rebuilt, and the pupils iiiceaa-^ 
ed in number from 70 to lUO-^iho boys' school 
bas also been rebuilt; and the pupils Increased 
from 70 to 115. Since 1844 tbe lodges bad 
i::creased from 723 to 1,310, and the certlfi* 
catos from 1,484 to T<000, Tbe funds of the 
Grand Lodge had risen Irom I2,124f. in 1844 
to 3tt iVJO/, ill 28t)9. Tho noble hall had been 
built, aud they were no longer required to bold 
ihtiir niee'ingo in a tavurii. Tho colonial 
brethren had been relieved Itoin alarge amount 
of taxation, and the appoiiUiuent of grand ofli« 
cers was no longer coulined to London lodges 
but tho Grand Master searched far and wide, 
and rewarded merit wherever it was tu he 
found.
